A further increase in the consumption of 
eggs in Great Britain, increased supplies from 
the Southern Hemisphére for the autumn and 
winter trade, and a good fresh Irish egg at 
éne penny retail during the fiúsh of the 
season are foreeast in the annual circular 
issued by Mr. George Shorten, a well-known 
Liverpool produce merchant. 

He points out that during 1930 price 
fluctuations in the Irish egg trade pursued a 
normal course, although at a substantially 
lower leve] than in recent years. The maxi- 
mum wholesale price for 15lb. Irish Free State 
eggs in 19350 was 22s."6d., and in 1929 26s. &d. 
delivered, Liverpool. The minimum wholesale 
price in 1930 was 8s. 9d., and in 1929 10s. 6d. 
delivered, Liverpool. The minimum price for 
1930 constitutes a post-war record. 

More Eggs Eaten in Free State. 

Imports from Treland, it is pointed out, 
were down by 234,000 hundreds, as compared 
with 1929, while the total imports from all 
countries increased by one and a half million 
hundreds. It is probable that this falling off 
in Irish exports is, in part, accounted for by 
increased home consumption, as from the 
latest figures available, the Irish Free State 
consumes 56 per cent. and exports 44 per 
cent, of all hen and duck eggs produced. 

A notable feature of the import tables is 
the huge increase in. Atstralian arrivals, 
which rose from 80,000 hundreds in 1927 to 
566.000 hundreds in 1930. , 

The British regulation which requires that 
all imported eggs be marked on the shell 
eannot be said to have affected the flow of 
imports one way or the other. As. Mr. 
Shorten remarks: “ Quality will sell” goot 
eggs and price will sell cheap eggs.”’

Interlocked with this is a danger that 
the producer, instead of turning his confidenee 
in the tariff into increased activity and 
efficiency, will fail to keep his product up to 
the standard at which it can permanently 
satisfy a remunerative demand. Lastly, there 
is the fear that this tendency to laxity on the 
part of producers will bring about a neglect 
of considerations of costings. May not reflec- 
tions such as these have stirred in the minds 
of Ministers unwilling to oppose the Com- 
mission’s decision yet dubious as to its effec- 
tiveness ? 


Conflicting Advice and Exceptiofal 
Agreement.

Of these three dangers the last is the most 
The factory, 
the company, all efficient commercial concerns 
watch their costings with an inquisitorial 
mind directed towards probable profits and 
losses. ‘The farmer seldom can do this, yet 
this is the one counsel which all his advisers 
seem to be agreed to urge on him. Told 
that he should grow this or that by one 
type of expert, and warned not to grow it 
by the+next; told to restrict his area, for, 
say,.cereals by one authority and to extend 
it by another; to go into dairying, to go 
out. of dairying; to sell all his butter in bulk 
through one centre on the lines of “ big 
business,” to market it independently—it is 
no. wonder that he often decides “to grve 
the experts the go by.” But. one piece of 
advice they tender, which is just obvieus 
commonsense and which farmers who do any 
thinking cannot fail to agree with, is the 
advice to costings to the utmost compatible 
with a sound and profitable business. To 
put it into successful operation, however, 
needs qualities and agencies which not all 
farmers’ possess. It may need more equip- 
ment than is sometimes to be found on the 
small farm for weighings and measurings. 
It .neéds, over and above these physical 
facilities, the weighings and measurings of 
the. mind, which it should be one of the 
chief aims. even of a primary school educa- 
tion to impart, vet which the farmer s son, 
wlio leaves school at fifteen, may conspicuously 


lack. 
Costings and Successful Farming. 


None the less, questions of costings lie at 
the base of successful farming, and every 
farmer, whether he has acquired the facility 
for working them out or not, knows this, and 
tries in his own way to find out whether 
his cows or sheep are paying their way, or 
whether it pays to grow malting barley. We 
fear, indeed, that few farmers keep accounts, 
or, at least, keep them lucidly enough to be 
able to tell off-hand what crops or live 
stock are earning their keep, or which of his 
fields is contributing adequately to the up- 
keep of the holding. These questions are so 
much more intricate than the accountancy of 
the shop.or the mill that the farmer is not 
to be blamed, yet it is no small part of the 
tragedy .of the “‘ marginal ” farmer that he 
really does not know how swiftly he is drift- 
ing towards adversity until he has arrived 
there. In days like these, when price-fixing 
is not beyond the control of the farmer or 


the State, it becomes essential to his  well- 
being to find some clue to reduced costings. 


Positive and Negative Economies, 

Are there any clues? So far as costs of 
material go, there is the co-operative store or 
creamery, through which to give his orders, 
but the savings in such costs are not often a 
large proportion of his real costs, nor, for the 
small farmer, are his labour costs high, 
though there is a danger that because thes 
have to be paid in cash he may exaggerate 
their importance. The way, we believe, in 
which he ean best reduce costs is not | 
negative and niggling economies, but by in- 
tensive attention to the quality, first, of In 
raw, material, and, secondly, of his finished 
product. We can best illustrate our meaning 
by considering a dairying problem. 

We have implied that the new tariff may 
fail to improve the. butter industry if it is 
made an occasion for exercising, not greater, 
but less skill and effort. .The object of the 
tariff is to increase our winter dairying. How 
the need for this is is exhibited in 
certain tables published in the December 
issue of Studies, in an article by Dr. 
Henry Kennedy, in which the Irish monthly 
production of butter for 1929 is placed beside 
the Danish monthly butter export for the 
same year. Our percentage production for 
February was 1.1, against Denmark's export 
percentage of 7.2. In June—the period when 
the market is “ flooded ” with butter—our 
percentage was 15.6, Denmark’s 9.35. Over 
57 per cent. of our make was produced in 
one-third of the year; Denmark’s proportional 
output in these four months (Mav to August, 
inclusive) was 37.2. Our lowest four months 
yielded 7.5 per cent. of the annual supply, 
and in these months (December to March, in 
clusive) Denmark shipped no less than 30.7 
of her vear’s export—more than four-fifths of 
her summer proportion, where we produced 
less than a seventh of our summer output ! 
And the result? Denmark holds the market, 
and our price for equivalent quality is 
“miles ” below Danish !

The point is that, unless the 
best value can be got from the cow. we shal] 
not only never catch up on our principal com 
petitors, but we shall not indefinitely con 
tinue even to make ends meet. ! 
do so to-day might prodyuce 
with more careful attention to costings. and 
we think the State should incite and 
courage them to do so, and even to lead the 
way by experiments undertaken publicly not 
necessarily for profit, but for discovery. 
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result 
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FEEDING SPRING LAMB. 
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be carefully examined, and ií there are 

any traces of disease-or vermin the 
affected ones should either be treated imme- 
diately or rejected from the fattening lot. 
Plenty of salt and fresh water should always 
be supplied fattening lambs. In cases where 
the lambs seem slow to come on to their feed 
it is better to increase the quantity of 
roughage and reduce the conrentrates. In 
ahy case, no more meal should be supplied at 
the beginning than will be cleared up in a few 
minutes, and if this Is properly made up an 
average daily gain of from one-third to one- 
half a pound will result. Where roots are fed 
lambs will make a higher daily gain at a less 
cost in meals and are less likely to go off feed. 


Care of the Ewe. 

Where ewes are about to lamb now they 
should be brought into a shed or sheltered 
paddock, where they or their young can get 
immediate attention. They should get food 
of some sort at will, preferably hay, with a 
supplementary ration of roots or oats or both. 
Roots should not be overfed, but a few scat- 
tered around compel the ewes to take exercise 
and in this way are useful also. 

Before the lamb is dropped the ewe’s udder 
and quarters should be properly cleared of 
long tufts of wool, but it is most unwise to 
turn up the animal to do this. If the newly- 
dropped lamb is weak, as it often is when 
doubles arrive, it should be helped to suck for 
the first time. If chilled, immersion up to the 
head ‘in warm water or wrapping in warm 
cloths will probably bring it right, but the 
great thing is to see that it gets its first feed 
of the mother’s milk, and when it 1s able to 
do this there is usually little fear of it. 

It is worth remembering that there is now 
a preventative of lambing sickness, and where 
this trouble is feared it should be resorted to. 
Our losses at. lambing time are far and away 
too high, and should be reduced. R. M.

Y following simple rules good grass ean 
be rol to grow in the first half of Ap 15 
v a month earlier than usual. One 


prohabl] 
or two of the best fields should be chosen. in 
fairly good heart, and sheltered from north 
and east. If possible, a big field should be 
chosen. If tha grass is rough or matted. it 
should be harrowed. hard with a sharp tined 
harrow to tear the dead and 
material which clogs crowth in 

The following mixture should be 
in February—35 semsol, 1 cwt, 
salts (or kainit), 1 cwt. sulphate of ammonia. 
This treatment wili give grass in April instead 
of May. 

After the first early crazing, which should 
not be too hard, rest the treated land for a 
week or two. A second flush will soon come 
away, and can then be grazed again or laid 
up for hay.

Extending the Season. 

Just as early grass can be got in April by 
the help ef fertilisers, so, bv their help, the 
growing season can be prolonged well into 
autumn. If the iand is already well supplied 
with phosphates and potash it will only be 
necessary to apply in August 1-2 cwt. sul- 
phate of ammonia per statute acre. On poor 
or unmanured Jand it is advisable to give a 
dressing of semsol and kainit as well. 

Before applying the fertilisers, graze the 
fields down closely, unless they have been_cut 
for hay. Grass treated ,with fertilisers and 
eaten when it is short is better “han ordinary 
grass. In feeding value it 1s as good as an 
expensive feeding stuff. It is a complete food 
for cows yielaing up to four gallons a day. 
The feeding of cake or meal on good pastures 
throughout the summer is entirely unneces- 
sary, and a waste of money. Manured grass 
will replace expensive feeding’ stuffs. All 
pastures can be made to give earlier, better 
and richer grass by such attention. 


TRACTORS v. HORSES ON 
THE FARM. 


OMPARING the costs and uses of 
& horse and tractor power on the farm, 
investigations made at the Oxford 
Research Institute of Agricultural Engineer- 
ing lead to the conclusion that tractor costs 
per hour work out at an average of 2s, 5d., 
while horse costs are something over 5d., 
and these results are more or less confirmed 
by work at other centres. The restricted 
hours put in by farm workers in Great 
Britain under the Agricultural Wages Act 
tend to increase the cost of horse labour, 
for horses are returned to the stable before 
they are tired by a full day's work. 


Ploughing Costs Compared. 

The cost of mig age Co acre of land with 

horses (according to Dr. B. 
Rothamsted) varies from 14s. 10d. to 20s., 
and with tractors from as low.as 8s. to 
15s. 9d. Tractor work, >f course, shows Jess 
“ finish,” ‘but, on the other liand, the value 
of this finish is now being questioned. 

It is noted that on most farms, while a 
horse works at, least 1,700 hours a year, a 
tractor. is used only for 300 to 700 hours in 
the same period, being kept chiefly as a

| BROODERS AND THEIR 


MANAGEMENT. 


há 
ARTIFICIAL. REARING. 
HERE are so many types of brooders 
I now on the market that it is often 
difficult for the inexperienced to decide 
what kind to purchase. For successful arti- 
ficial rearin Ei chickens certain requirements 
are aiimatiol in a brooder,. namely :— 

(1) Ample_accommodation for the number 
of chickens durmg the period in which thev 
required artificial heat... Ae 100-chick size is 
sufficient for the specified number only when 
they are “day ólds” and at the end of a 
month it will be barely roomy enough for 
fifty birds. Hence if you want to comfortably 
rear the hatch from a 100-egg’ incubator you 
will need a brooder constructed for 150, or 
two smaller ones of equal cOmbined capacity. 

(2) Good ventilation and freedom = from 
draughts, where chickens can run in and out 
from one apartment to the other without 
liability to chill. 

(3) Simplicity in design 
facilities for easy ‘cleaning. 

All brooders intended for 
should be weather-proof and 
constructed, and should connect with-a well- 
sheltered run. Always choose a machine 
which does not allow lamp flames or fumes to 
enter the brood chamber; those which permit 
the fumes to enter the chamber are generally 
unsdtisiactory. 

The most popular type, and now the most 
perhaps, the port- 
advantage’ of these

The Hot-Air Machine. 


Next in popularity and with a Jong record 
of satisfaction. these brooders-are reasonabie 
in price, and if properly cared last a very 
long time; in cheap machines of this type 
there is danger of faulty ventilation and lamp 
fumes, but there are a number of most reliable 
makers. For all-round use, mdoor or out- 
deor and for the average person, they are 
easy to manage and inexpensive to run.

correct temperature; if they le comfortably 
about the floor it Is right ; when they pant, 
and keep their beaks open, it is too high, and 
if they huddle together, either the tempera- 
Lure is too low or there is a draught. 

Lhe sleeping apartment of tne machine 
should-be cleaned out ev ery day, and the best 
litter to use in it is fine dry sand, over which 
is spread a thick layer of chopped straw; fail 
ing the sand, chopped straw alone may be 
used, provided there is sufficient to keep the 
droppings from the floor. Sawdust is en- 
lirely unsuitable as brooder litter. In the 
outer run of the brooder, or where a. hover 
is used in the house, the best material is 
earth, with some chopped straw over it. 
When it gets bardened, and beaten down 
from use, 14 should be raked up, and some 
fresh straw placed over it again, provided 
this litter is kept dry, it is not necessary to 
change it oiten 

It is essential that brooder chickens should 
always have access to fresh, clean water, 
as owing to the dry, hot atmosphere, they 
suffer from thirst. If placed in a small 
fountain, or if oue is improvised from a tin 
and humg on the side of the brooder and 
raised slightiv above the floor, there will be 
no danger of its getting capsized and causing 
accidents. 

When heuses with concrete floors are used 
for hovers or other brooders, a wooden floor 
should be put under the hover, and by strips 
of wood underneath, should be raised slightly 
off the concrete. ‘The dropping board from 
& hen-house may be used for this purpose; 
the chickens should never be allowed to 
sleep on the concrete during the early stages, 
but when they ar’ over a month, and pro- 
vided with a good thickness of dry litter 
over the .concrete, they should: be safe. 
After removal. of chicks from the brooder, 
they should have a storm lantern in thir 
house for a few nights, after which. warm 
bedding is sufficient, ' 

Battery brooders are, of course} altogether 
suited to the needs of the large pedigree or 
commercial breeder. They are, at least at 
present, not designed for the small poultry- 
keeper, but perhaps in time, with the 
general use of electric current, it may be 
possible to have them in all sizes. The 
smallest. unit made nowadays is the 400 
chick size, and this would cost practically 
As 
vet the ‘‘ batteries"*® are only in their 
infancy, buat in the. most up-to-date. and

Unfortunately, mm many other parts of the 
country where dairying is one of the main in- 
dustries, a similar tendency is noticeable. 
As long as they can get their cows im calf, 
the farmers concerned do not seem to worry 
about the class of bull used. In this way the 
progress of the live stock schemes framed by 
the Department of Agriculture is retarded. 
Every bull intended for stock purposes must 
be licensed, but some are better than others, 
and if the worst are consistently nsed by 
dairy farmers the Irish live stock industry 
must go back. 

One objection to premium bulls is that they 
cost ‘too much, and another that their progeny 
are not hardy. When one cansiders the im- 
provement that can be effected by the use of 
ton grade bulis, it cannot truly be said that 
they are too expensive. The stock-owner who 
knows his business will not hesitate to buy 
bull simply because the price 
seems high, if the beast is otherwise siiit- 
able. In the same way, the farmer whe 
watches the calves by a premium bull will 
observe that they invariably thrive much bet- 
ter than youngsters by a poor jquality sire, 
whether he is pedigreed or not. 

In dairy farming areas. a good bul} mated 
with cows that have been tested for milk 
production can effect a big improvenient in 
the herd. ‘There is strong proof in support 
of this statement both in Great Britain and 
Ireland, so that I need not labour the point. 
This is a matter in which the Irish Free State 
should continue to lead the world. In mast 
countries dairy farmers who do not want to 
rear calves adopt the retrograde practice of 
getting their cows into calf simply for the 
purpose of ensuring a steady milk supply. 
So far as-the Trish Free State is concerned 
this ought to stop.

YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


APPOINTMENT OF A 
SOLICITOR. 


MOTION TO QUASH 
SEALED ORDER. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE 
JUSTICE HANNA, AND 
O'BYRNE. 

A case of the Kerry County Council and 
Thomas O'Connor and four other ratepayers in 
County Kerry against the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health was listed. 
This was an application for an order to make 
absolute a conditional order of certiorari to 
bring up for the purpuse of being quashed 
a sealed order of the Minister for Local 
Government. and Public Health of the Ist 
of April of last year appointing Mr. W. 
F. Quinlan, County Secretary, as County 
Solicitor to the Kerry County Council. 

When the application for the conditional 
order was made last July, Mr, Gavan Duffy, 
K.C., who, with Mr. Conor A. Maguire 
(instructed» by Mr. Daniel J. Browne), 
appeared for the Kerry County Council and 
the five ratepayers, stated that the position 
of solicitor to the County Council having 
become vacant, the County Council decided 
to appoint Mr. D. J. Browne, a well-known 
local solicitor, on a taxed costs basis, but 
in spite of repeated resolutions of the Council, 
the Minister had appointed Mr. Quinlan, 
and attempted to coalesce the position of 
secretary and county solicitor. 

It was stated that since the making of the 
conditional order the Kerry County Council 
had been dissolved, and Mr, Duffy now 
asked, im view of that fact, who were the 
prosecuters for whom he appeared. The 
Kerry County Council, he said, had ceased 
to exist, but there remained the five rate- 
payers, who had been members of the County 
Council, and who were protesting against 
the enforcement of the sealed order. 

Mr. Justice Hanna-—I take it that there 
is no appearance for the County Council in 
those circumstances. | 

Mr. Duffy—That is my difficulty, and | 
wish to know what is the position of the 
others, who are individual ratepayers, 
The Court decided to hear the application 
as being made on behalf of the five rate 
pavers who are Mr. Duffy’s clients. 

Mr. Rice, K.C.; Mr. Finlay, K.C., and 
Mr. Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health. 


“ MINISTERIAL FASCISM.”’ 

Mr. Duffy, opening the application, said 
that the proceedings raised a very serious 
point in regard to an act of Ministerial 
Fascism. The Minister, for the first time— 
and he hoped for the last—had taken the 
unprecedented step of seeking to compel the 
County Council to retain the services of the 
secretary of the County Council as its solici- 
tor. 

Mr. Justice Hanna observed that it was not 
the first time a county secretary had acted 
na solicitor to a County Council. 

Mr. Duffy said that it was sought to com- 
pel the County Council to employ a gentle- 
man who was admitted a solicitor in 1918, 
and practised for nine months, 
Answering Mr. Justice O'Byrne, Mr. 
Duffy said that the resolution of the Com- 
missioner, .in effect, confirmed the appoint- 
ment of the nominee of the Minister. 

The Minister, said Mr. Duffy, justified the 
appointment of Mr. Quinlan on the ground of 
economy, and held that he could appoint a 
solicitor, and define the duties in regard to 
that position Taking his own opinion on 
the question, it raised a very important matter 
of how far the Minister was authorised to im- 
pose his will on a County Council in trans- 
ferring its legal work to the county secre- 
tary. Counsel submitted that the Minister, 
in assigning the legal work to Mr, Quinlan, 
had acted in excess of his powers, in breach 
of his duties, and wiltra vires. 

MINISTER'S POWERS. 
Under the Local Government code, said 
Mr. Duffy, the County Council had the ex- 
clusive. right to assign duty and to deter- 
mine generally what officers they required, 
but with regard to the Poor Law code the 
Minister, he suggested, had misread it. The 
Minister's powers under that code were to 
direct the guardians to appoint to an office, 
to define the duties of the office holder, to 
rvnction salaries, and to remove undesirables, 
The position was rather peculiar. The 
Minister could not designate the person to 
le appointed—that was the privilege of the 
Guardians. 
Mr, Justice O'Byrne—The Minister was | 
not purporting to designate an appointee; he 
was merely attempting to prescribe the duties 
of an existing Officer. 

Mr. Duffy—He was trying to prescribe 
the duties, but I say he cannot do that. He 
has no contact with nn individual; he could 
not say that a particular gentleman is to 
discharge a particular duty.

Mr. Justice O'Byrne remarked, however, 
that it was his recoilection that the Minister 
was the person in respect. of certain 
functions. 

Mr. Duffy—Here you have him exercising 
control over the head of the Local Govern- 
ment 

Mr. Justices O’Byrne-—The Lord Lien- 
tenant was representing the Government. 
Why could not the Minister now represent 
the Government? 

Mr. Duffy—Because there is no statute to 
Say so. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—It may be the effact 
of our Constitution and certain statutes tnat 
have been passed. 

Mr. Duffy said that the materiality of the 
Local Government Act of 1872 was that it 
transferred to other people the powers for- 
merly held by the Local Government Board, 
but it did not transfer the functions fur- 
merly held by the Lord Lieutenant in this 
matter to the Local Government Board. 

Counsel had not concluded his argument 
when the Court rose, and the further hearing 
was adjourned until to-day,

RESULT OF LAND SLUMP. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing of the appeal brought by Wil- 
liam H. West, J.P., of Ballinamallard, Co. 
Fermanagh; Rabert J. Parker, and John G. 
Magrath, of Clones, from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Hanna dismissing their action against 
William J. Strain, of Ballygalda, Co. Ros- 
common, was continued, and further ad- 
journed. The plaintiffs claimed £2,580, in- 
cluding interest for moneys which they 
alleged they had paid to the Bank of Ireland 
on foot of a guarantee, for the use of the 
defendant. The defendant denied that the 
plaintiffs had paid the money as alleged, and 

cceunter-claimed £1,410 from them. 


stated that this was a very complicated and 
dificult case upon the facts. It was really a 
financial tragedy arising ont of the land 
slump án the early twenties. The defendant 
had been a farmer in Co. Down, and in 1918 
purchased a farm at Grange, Roscommon, for 
£5,800. By reason of local land trouble, he 
was unable to keep possession of the farm 
or work it. and he arranged to sell it to a 
local committee, but the landlord would not 
agree, so that it was left for several yeazs 
derelict on his hands, and he suffered con- 
siderable financial loss. but he received from 
the Loyalists’ Grants Committee in London in 
1927 an award+-perhaps. somewhat belated—- 
of £8,500. When: he had to clear out of 
Grange. he entered into a deal. which turned 
out to be most disastrous, for the purchase of 
a farm with which this guarantee wes con- 
cerned, the purchase money being £10,000. 
His financial tondition became more and more 
deplorable, and he was advised to take the 
protection of the Court in Belfast. in 1922. 
and carried an arrangement of one shilling in 
the pound. The question of fact was, did 
the defendant request the plaintiffs to be 
sureties for him as principal, and, as between 
the parties, was ha in fact. principal and the 
plaintiffs only sureties. Mr. Justice Hanna 
answered that question in the negative, and 
gave judgement for the defendant,

to recover damages for personal injuries which 
he alleged he sustained owing to negligence 
in the driving of a tramcar on the Pembroke 
road on the 3th March, 1930.

WHY CONFECTIONER’S CLAIM 
FAILED. 


Michael Conroy, who carries on a confe 
tionery business at 47 Talbot street, Dublin, 
claimed damages against Messrs. C. and T. 
Crampton, Ltd., Hammersmith Works, build- 
ing contractors, Dublin, for loss and damage

She was the 
owner of some £120,000, but was not aware 
of it, and had never been put in possession 
of itor entrusted with the management of it, 
aud im her father’s lifetime she received no 
benefit from it save a pittance occasionally 
from her own dividends. 

Proceeding. the judge reviewed in detail! 
the evidence given by the various witnesses 
leading up to the making of the settlement. 

“ Now, it is clear to my mind) continued 
the judge, * that the plaintiff wae anxious to 
do everything necessary to tie up her pro- 
perty, so that her busband could not get at 
it or squander it. Neither she nor Mr. 
Michaels knew the proper way in which that 
should bé done, and she took Mr. Michaels 
im Mr. Wallace on the bona-fide advice to do 
that.” 

Continuing, the judge remarked that what- 
ever in these transactions the capacity of the 
lady might be, she was entirely ignorant of 
legal matters. She had faith, and justifiable 
faith, in her cousin, Mr. J. G. Michaels, and 
she was apparently satisfied that so long as 
he was alive he would give her this money 
if he was convinced it was for her good. Mr. 
Michaels, however, might die, and the other 
trustees might die; and, if new trustees had 
to be appointed, she should have the power 
of saying whethet she approved of the pro- 
posed new trustees, 


COSTS. 

Referring to the question of costs, the 
judge said that the reason he made the 
rectification of the settlement was that he 
thought the imstructions, and the only in- 
struction that she clearly appreciated and 
understood, was that she wanted the pro- 
perty tied up, so that her husband would not 
squander it. He held the settlement to be 
good so far as that went, but so far as it 
went beyond that and tied her up the deed 
exceeded the instructions given.

He agreed with Mr. Hickman’s contention as 
to their effect, and held that the premises 
were not open, or kept open for the sale of 
intoxicating liquer, He dismissed the case 
against the hotel proprietress. He also dis- 
missed the case against the person found on 
the premises, as he was a person to whom 
intoxicating liquor might be supplied with a 
substantial meal 

Mr. Cullinan said that, in view of the de- 
cision, the conviction of the six nen found in 
the Old Ground Hotel about the same time 
on the same evening could not stand. 

The Justice agreed. Those men had not 
heen summoned for drinking cn the Old 
Ground premises, but for being there. On 
the Act, as he now read it, they were entitled 
to he thore, and, as that was the only charge 
against them, the convictions would be re- 
versed and the six cases dismissed But the 
conviction against the proprietor would stand. 


EFFECT OF DECISION. 

Superintendent Kelleher said that the effect 
of the decision was that the hotels of Ennis 
could be full of natives of Ennis every Sun- 
day evening between the hours specified, and 
unless there was proof that drink was suv 
plied to them without their ordering a sub- 
stantial meal they could not be .onvicted of 
any offence.

A Committee. of Agriculture, held here 

this afternoon, Mr. John Kelly, Free 
State Department's agriculture inspector, 
Galway, announced, following the reading 
of a letter from the Department, that two 
hundred tons of seed oats would be dis- 
tributed in County Leitrim at 7s. 6d. per 
ewt., as a result of a resolution recently 
adopted by the Committee drawing the 
attention of the Department. of Agriculture 
to the scarcity of seed oats in the county 
following the wet season of last year. 

Mr. Kelly said that, at a conference of 
the Department’s officials in the county, 
which was held on the previous day, they 
had made arrangements to distribute the 
seed, which would be made up of 150 tons 
of potato oats and 50 tons of Victory oats. 
The scheme would be worked by the agricul- 
tural overseers and the ploughing demonstra- 
tor, and the places and times would be 
announced at which the officials would attend 
to take the orders. The demand for the 
seed might. be greater than the supply, but 
he would be in charge of the scheme and 
in close touch with the Department, and 
the possibility was that they, might be able 
to give an increased supply. 

The 200 tons would meet the requirements 
of 2,000 farmers. A similar scheme was in 
operation in West Mayo and Connemara, and 
he was in charge of these districts, and if 
there was any seed over there not required 
it could be distributed in Leitrim. 

Mr. Kelly said that the Department paid 
£12 10s. per cwt. for the oats, which was 
of the same quality as they sent out for use 
in the demonstration plots, and it meant a 
concession of from £3 to £5 10s. per ton to 
he farmers of Leitrim.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY 
CONNECTION.

Tt was stated at the De ént, of Posts 
and ‘Telegraphs, Dublin Castle, ay, 
that wireless telegraphy is to play a part i 
connecting the Aran Islands with the main- 
land, |

cable ‘which is in three sections. The longest 
line of cable is" between Galway and the 
largest islaud, Inishmore. ‘his island is 
ecnnected with Inishmaan by a line which 
runs under Gregory’s Sound, and Inishmaan 
is in turn joined with the smallest of the 
group, Inisheer. 

Some months ago the Gregory’s Sound 
cable section was severed by . submarine 
agencies, and both Inishmaan and Inisheer, 
‘although able to cofmmainicate “with each | 
other, were out of touch with the mainland. 

, Bhe Department proposes, not to renew 
this cable section, but rather to establish 
two wireless telegraph stations, one at Kil- 
ronan, on Inishmore, and another at Inish- 
maan, and in this way to solve the difficulty 
without scrapping the remaining sections. 
” Fupginecrs ‘weré despatched from Dublin on 
We ay morning, and _ instructions 
forwarded to the Aran authorities to make 
the inhabitants familiar with the Morse 
system of code messages. 

“ Although wireless installation is expen- 
“sive,” an official stated, '' the laying of cable 
ig more so, and cable is always subject to 
breakage on the Atlantic coast during the 
winter months.” i 

The innovation is not a new one, having 
already been tried with great success in the 
case of Clare Island and Inishbofin.

| Bangor’s Progress. 


A tolerably safe method of judging a 
place’s growth is by the rate of expansion 
of its telephones. I see that in Bangor, 
County Down, the number of subscribers 
has nearly doubled in the last five years. 
The present exchange, which is installed 
in a private house, is unable to cope with ' 
the demand, and an imposing new building 
will be erected in the centre of the town to 
house the new exchange and to accom- 
modate a substantially increased staff. 
Bangor can bodst that it was a place of very 
great importance in early times. Bangor 
Abbey, founded about 555, was for 
centuries one of the most eminent 
seminaries in Europe. During the ninth 
century the place was a favourite maraud- 
ing ground of the Danes. The inhabitants 
were incorporated by a Charter of James I. 
in 1613 under the style of “ The Provost, 
Free Burgesses and Commonalty of 
Bangor.” The borough returned two 
members to the Irish Parliament until the 
Union, when £15,000 was granted for the 
abolition of the franchise. 


A Relic of Prince Charlie. 


I see that an exhibition of Scottish 
antiques and historic treasures is to be 
opened by Mr. John Buchan in London 
next week. The exhibits will include 
brooches, ornaments, ¢irks, royal jew>ls, 
some embroidery—maue by Mary Queen 
of Scots when she was a prisoner—Prince 
Charlie’s blue ribbon garters, and the 
pattern of a female dress which he wore 
during his escape to the Hebrides afte: 
Culloden. The story of that famous 
escape may be found in many Jacobite 
novels, but no novelist has told it better 
than James Boswell in “A Tour to the 
Hebrides.’’ Boswell heard most of the 
details from Flora Macdonald when 
visited: her house at Skye with Dr. John- 
son in 1773. Prince Charlie, as it is told, 
accompanied Flora Macdonald in an open 
boat to Skye. He “ passed as her sup- 
posed maid by the name of Betsy Bourke, 
an Irish girl.” Boswell lost none of the 
drama of the tale or of its setting—‘‘ To 
see Dr. Samuel Johnson, the great 
champion of the English Tories, salute 
Miss Flora Macdonald in the isle of Sky 
was a striking sight.”’

The “ Brogue. 


We are so accustomed in Ireland to 
hear our accent, when speaking English, 
described as a “ brogue’’ that it comes 
as a surprise to learn that the word was 
originaily applied to the attempts of the 
English settlers in this country to speak 
the native tongue.

—misplaced, perhaps—was able to counteract 
its Robots by devising new Robots. A farm 
hand is displaced from the fields. Never 
mind. Give him a jeb in a motor works, 
and. when that in turn adopts new labour- 
saving plant, he can drift along into a grama- 
shone record factory. Throughout the last 
baird years and more there has been an 
unfaltering march of invention, accompanied 
by territorial expansions and by a prodigious 
increase of luxury and luxuries. Very soon 
the most primitive savage will be donning 
earphones, even though a lojin-cloth be his 
onlv other adornment. Obviously there must 
be some limit to all this. The multiphcation 
of machines goes on apace, although the col 
lective industries of the world must be at, or 
near, saturation point, and every country 
runs around in rings like a dog chasing its 
tail. in frantic efforts to capture, its neigh- 
bours’ markets. Again, territorial expansion 
is about taboo till the next great war, while 
the further economic relief to be expected 
from science may be expressed by the 
algebraic ‘“* x.”’ Production can feed men, but 
men cannot feed enough machines, 

In face of this situation Mr. Webb urges 
me to buy more than I need; boots he men 
tions, for example.

They, im turn, 
may boost the price of trousers sky-high by 
buying more than they require, thus leaving 
us to trot naked over our bogs; and how 
will that help our depression?

SITE DIFFICULTIES AT 
GREYSTONES. 


In the Carnegie Library, Greystones, yes- 
terday, Mr. P. J, Raftery, B.E., Inspector, 
Department of Local Government, inquired 
into the application of the County 
Wicklow Board of Health for an order 
confirming an improvement scheme, and for 
the compulsory acquisition of Jand from Mr. 
Fox, Layslecorrig, Greystones. 

The Board of Health proposes to erect ten 
cottages on Mr. Fox’s land to provide accom- 
modation for the families whose houses were 
wrecked last winter during a series of south- 
easterly gales which swept the north beach 
of Greystones, where the houses were 
situated. 

Evidence was given by Mr. P. W. Sheehan, 
Clerk to the Wicklow Board of Health, that. 
Mr. Fox had offered a site for five cottages. 

Mr. Battley (instructed by Messrs. Gordon 
and Sons, solicitors), for Mr. Fox, said that 
his client’s opposition was to the erection of 
ten cottages instead of five on the proposed 
site, because so many cottages would inter- 
fere with the amenities of Mr. Fox's resi- 
dence, Coolegad House. They would be in 
full view of the residence on the main road. 
Mr. Fox considered that he had been very 
badly treated. He had made a generous 
offer of land for five cottages on the side 
road from. Blacklion to Delgany, and the 
Board now sought to place ten cottages on 
his land, the value of which they would 
ecrease. 
: “ONLY SUITABLE SITE.” 

Mr. C. M. Byrne (Chairman of the Wicklow 
County Council and Board of Health) said 
that this wes the only suitable site they 
could get for the people whose homes had 
been swept away by the storm. They would 
like to meet Mr. Fox; for he was the first 
public-spirited man in the district to offer 
them a site for the erection of five houses. 

Answering Mr. Brazil, solicitor (for the 
Board of ealth), ; Mr. Byrne said that, 
although their intention was to put ten houses 
on the site, they did not propose to give half 
an acre with each hopse. In the course of his

Aran islands should claim the imme- 

tiiate attention of the authorities in 
Dublin. The condition of the peste on 
each of the three islands, which have a 
population of more than two 
people, is becotning more serious week by 
week. They are unable to pursue fishing in 
Galway Bay, which hitherto enabled them 
to carry on from year to year, and a 
number of them to-day live in a state of 
semi-starvation. 


NO INDUSTRIES. | 
The wmey are anxious tp‘ work, but there 


separated from the gnainland by. thirty miles 
of sea, and the hope oí establiahing indus- 
tries which would give profitable employ- 
ment is a es 3 slender one. 

At present: the . eans. of conymunica- 
tion with the 2 RLS is by the Galway 
Bay Steamship..Company’s steamer, Dun 
Aengus, which, when the weather is favour- 
able, makes two crossings in the week. On 
these sailings depend’ the carriage of goods 
or live stoek.to or from the mainland, but 
there ave times when’ only’ one sailing is 
possible in the seven days, and, as the people 
live a hand-to-Mouth “existence. household 
provisions then. begin to run low. 


“ MADE” FIELDS. 

The small fields to be seen’on the islands 
have been made by the labour of islanders, 
who carried sand end ‘seaweed from the 
shore, on which, in time, they were able 
to grow crops of a kind, The pun- 
cipal crop which is raised is the potato, 
and in dry years the yield is: a poor one. 
Cattle are reared, but, as the animals have 
to be taken to Galway by boat and sold at 
the best price that ean be obtained, thev 
are not very profitable, especially as the 
seller may have to spend some days in the 
town awaiting the return of. his boat to the 
islands, 

Fishing ís the staple industry, but in 
recent years it has become a mere shadow 
of itself, as the islanders have neither the 
boats nor the equipment to pursue it. Thus, 
while foreign fishermen come to Galway Bay 
and fish it profitably, the islanders must 
stand idly by and see the fish taken away. 

The people of the islands at one time 
possessed a fleet of fishing boats, in which 
they successfully carried on the industry, but 
the boats have gone, and the nets are rotting 
in the sheds. 


PARISH PRIEST’S SUGGESTIONS. 

Yesterday I spent some time on the isiands 
investigating the conditious there. I found 
that there is a considerable amount of 
poverty antl misery. The people are in debt, 
and have not the money to buy the bare 
necessaries of life. Many families are doing 


the potatoes which were grown last year. 

The Rev. P. Egan, Parish Priest of Innis- 
more, told me that the people were in a bad 
way, There is no work for them to do, and, 
therefore, no money in circulation. 

The only hope for the people of the Aran 
Islands, he added, is the reviva) of the fishing 
industry. There are plenty of fish in the 
bay that are being caught by foreign 
trawlers, and I think that the Government 
should place two boats at the disposal of the 
islanders and let them have the nets, which 
are now rotting, at a nominal price. This 
would give the people a chance to recover 
themsel ves. 


_ AN ARMED WATCH. 

He thought that a boat might be placed 
along the bay with a gun to keep a check 
on poachers, and it could also be used to 
provide a means of having catches brought 
into the markets at regular intervals. If 
this were dune he felt sure that the islanders 
would be able to ‘overcome their present 
difficulties. 

He concluded by saying that it was a re- 
markable thing that, although fish were being 
caught in the bay almost daily by outsiders, 
the people of the Aran Islands were un- 
able to get fish for their dinner, even on 
Fridays, and had to use eggs as a sub- 
stitute. 


MEDICAL OFFICER’S VIEWS. 


Dr. O’Brien, who attends to the people 
of the three islands, spoke to me of the 
sufferings of the yn 

He explained the difficulty that they had 
in reaching the mainland, and in _ trans- 
ferring any goods that they had to offer to 
the markets In the two islands of Inish- 
maan and Innishere conditions were worse 
than Inishmore; for at the latter there was 
a pier to which the Dun Aengus can. come, 
and the people and their goods can be put 
on board in gafety, In the other two 
islands it was nesesssry for the people to 
come out in currachs (small boats made of 
canvas and light sticks) and ride the rough 
seas at great risk to life and property in 
order to reach the boat which stops some 
distance out from the shore. 

When cattle are being taken to the main- 
land they have to be put into the water 
and forced to swim to the steamer on to 
which they are lifted by means of a crane, 


THE PAYMENT OF RATES. 


From the boat on which I travelled to- 
day I saw these poor islanders endeavouring 
to reach the steamer in currachs to get pro- 
visions which had been brought from the 
mainland, and to send off « A rough 
sea was ‘running, and they were wet to the 
skin. 

Another grievance of the inhabitants of 
the islands id the payment of high rates. 
The roads in all the islands are of a very 
poor class, and the people fail to understand 
why they should have to pay rates as high 
as those paid by the dweller on the main- 
land, who ara provided witb first-class roads. 

Having seen the country, I can agree with 
the claims of the people, and would add that 
they should be paid for living’ there rather 
than be asked to pay for the somewhat 
doubtful privilege of spending their days on 
these islands. 


IMPROVED SERVICES WANTED. 


Stephen O'Rourke, a sixty-two years old 
islander, described to me the many difficulties 
thet they had to face. He said that they 
were able to rear cattle on the land, but 
that they were of little use to them, since 
they had such a long distance to bring them 
for sale. The profits were eaten up in the 
expenses and freight charges. He thought 
that if they were provided with more fre-

CASE FOR DEFENCE

HE trial of Alfred Arthur Rouse (36), 
coramercial traveller, of Buxted road, 
Friern Barnet, charged with the 
wider ot an unknown man, whose charred 
remains vere found in a burned-out car near 
Northampton in November, was continued 
for the third day at Northampton yesterday. 

The case for the prosecution was con- 
clued. 

Among witnesses for the Crown yesterday 
was Sir Bernard Spilsbury, who said that 
there was evidence that the man breathed 
some time alter the fire started. He thought 
the man mest have died within about half 
a minute alter the fire started. 

Sir Bernard said that he detected a smell 
ot petrol on the clothing not destroyed. 
That could only be explained by liquid petro! 
haying been distributed through the car at 
the level of the dead man some time early 
in the fire. The only other explanation was 
that the clothing became soaked in petro! 
before the fire started. 

Answering Mr. Finnemore, for the defence, 
Sic Bernard said there was no sign of any 
injury caused during life. The fact that the 
skull had been splintered was undoubtedly 
due to the heat. 

The longest of the three hairs. found on 
the mallet was certainly a fragment of human 
hair, Of the other two, he was dubious 
whether one was human ; the other might be 
human. 

When Nellie Tucker, the first of the women 
who gave evidence at the Police Court, was 
called, she was asked to leave the Court 
during a discussion on the admissibility of 
her evidence. 

Later she gave evidence that she last saw 
Rouse in London on November 

Other witnesses spoke of Rouse’s journey 
to London from Cardiff. 

An underwriter stated that £1,000 would 
be payable, under Rouse's car insurance, on 
the deaths of passengers, or of the owner, if 
driving. 


FOR THE DEFENCE, 


Mr Finnemore submitted that the case was 
flimsy, unsubstantial, so uncertain and so in- 
conclusive that the jury ought never to think 
oí convicting Rouse. He argued that the 
evidence was equally consistent, at least with 
the fire being accidental, as anything else. 
The suggestion by the prosecution that, per- 
haps, for some reason not clear, Rouse might 
have wished the body mistaken for his own, 
at the highest, was only conjecture. The 
prosecution really had proved nothing not 
consistent with the innocence of the man on 
trial. The evidence, as a whole, was really 
far more consistent with innocence than with 
any view of guilt. There was no hint of 
Rouse’s vanishing, and no evidence of pre- 
paration for such an event. Rouse was in no 
sort of desperate condition which might have 
tempted him to have disappeared. Rouse’s 
actions were those of a man who had lost 
his head. 

The trial was adjourned until to-day.

“The Trade Disputes Bill. 


Last night in the I” ise of Commons 
the Trade Disputes and Trade Unions 
(Amendment) Bill passed its second read- 
ing by. a majority of twenty-seven. This 
result is due to the abstention of those 
Liberals who, in the words of Mr. 
Churchill, came to a compromise with 


their “consciences concerning the bill “ hy 
-agreeing ... é not to dislike it too much 


here, but to hate it like poison hereafter.” 


In practice ‘the Liberal Party's influence 


will emaseulate' the measure in committee, 
while such noxious fragments as may sur- 


vive wil] be dealt with well and truly 


by the. Peers. Little comfort, however, 
ean be derived from this knowledge. 
One of the chief parties in the State 
has preferred the course of expediency 
to honour where a matter of vital 
principle was at stake, By its action 
thé House of Commons has sanctioned the 
passing of a measure that the majority uí 
its members. knows individually to ve 
iniquitous. The Liberal Party confesses 
with Ovid, “ Video meliora proboque; de- 
teriora sequor.”’ For all time the Trade 
Union Congress can claim that the 
Commons accepted the theory that it was 
a privileged body; for all time it can 
point to the Upper House as the 
reactionary and hereditary group that

No jury would hesitate to decide 
between these two as expert witnesses. 
Sir Stafford Cripps, and, with him, the 
Socialist Government, may be held to have 
lost their case; the bill, as it stands, 
renders possible a repetition of 1926. The

Egypt and the Wafd. 
A strange calm broods over Egypt. 


turbulent Wafd of four months ago, 
whose watchword was Al Istiglal—‘‘ Inde- 
pendence ’’—has subsided into a quiet ani 
seemingly listless party, devoted to Al 
Dustour—‘‘ the Constitution.’ There is 
something ominous about such inactivity. 
To all outward appearances the extremists 
have no less cause for grievance than they 
had last year, when Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald was constrained to warn 
Nahas Pasha, the Wafdist leader, that he 
would be held responsible, in concert 
with the Prime Minister of Egypt, for any 
occurrences that might disturb his 
country’s peace. In October last the Watd

Until last year she was distrusted by the 
Wafd, but the treaty negotiations of 1930, 
though they came to nothing, revealed 
that Britain's attitude to Egyptian 
ambitions was friendly. A treaty with 
Britain would ensure the stability cf 
Egyptian politics, It may be, therefore, 
that the Wafdists appreciate the need of 
good conduct in order to show themselves 
worthy of trust. The Cairo Correspondent 
of The Times urges the benefit of a treaty.

Dublin’s Rates. 


In 1924, when the Dublin Corporation 
was dismissed, the rates of the exceedingly 
ill-kept city stood at 19s. 2d. in the pound. 
The three Commissioners who held sway 
between 1925 and 1930 did two things. 
They improved the city almost out of re- 
cognition and they brought the rates down 
with arun. Their first rate, in 1925-6, was 
17s. 2d. In the following four years, 
although their energetic management 
blessed the city with smooth and clean 
streets, with new thoroughfares and with 
hundreds of new houses, the rates 
fell gradually to 14s. 8d. Last year they 
rose exceptionally to 16s.—through no 
design or fault of the Commissioners, but 
wholly by reason of Parliament s decision 
to support a large body of extraneous 
pauperism at the ratepayers’ cost. Then, 


Commissioners, whom the whole city 
wished to retain, were abolished, and the 
Corporation, which nobody wanted, was 
restored to office. The first result of this 
change was the revival of municipal 
rhetoric ; the second was a marked decline 
of urban cleanliness, and the third was 
adumbrated yesterday. At the Chamber of 
Commerce’s annual meeting the Lord 
Mayor announced that il faut souffrir 
pour étre belle.

By a curious coincidence the General 
had to undergo the amputation of a leg 
not many days after the same operation 
had been performed on Marshal Joffre, 
whose Chief of Staff he had been. Only 
the day before yesterday the King of 
Rumania, “ho had repeatedly inquired 
after General Berthelot ordered his 
Minister in Paris to decorate the General 
with the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Ferdinand L 

General Berthelot, who was sixty-nine 
years of age, commanded the Fifth French 
Army in the second Battle of the Marne, 
and then went to the Balkans, where he 
commanded the Army of the Danube until 
the Armistice.

“DOPING ” WICKETS. 
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LORD HAWKE CONDEMNS 


THE PRACTICE. 
LEEDS; Wednesday. 
ORD Hawke, Yorkshire's most famous 
I“ captain, and now President of the 
County Uricket Club, had some ont- 
aspaken comments to make on current cricket 
problems at the club’s annual meeting, held 
at Jeeds vesterday. 

**From what I hear, 
are called ‘doped’ wickets,’ he 
“which, unless we are very careful, 
going to break the heart ‘of the bowlers and 
ruin the came. 

“* Perhaps some of you do not know what 
‘doping ' means; it means putting a liquid 
manure—in some eases, fish oil—on the pitch 
during the process of preparation. I believe 
i is a fairly easy manner of assuring the 
groundsman that he will have a perfect 
wicket from the batsman’s point of view, 
and as the bowler has ‘no earthly’ chance— 
the ball never gets wicket. high—it is assured 
ef being as true for the last ball as for the 
first, Lf 1 rains the preparation prevents 
the water percolating rena. and conse- 
quently the restart of play. 

“I want to sav that this spectally mani- 
pulated wicket must he stopped, and we in 
Yorkshire are going to set the example, and 
give our groundsman the strictest orders not 
te use urfair ‘ dopes.’ ”'
